Students prefer dorms, 
housing director claims 


Both men and women are 
beginning to prefer dorms 
over apartments and other 
off-campus housing, says 
Maxine Robinson head of 
campus housing. 

Though lacking figures to 
substantiate her claim, Robin¬ 
son says the extended dorm 
waiting list supports her im¬ 
pression. 

Robinson says the main 
reason for this is students 
realize they will find more 
opportunities for acquiring 
friends in dorms than would be 
possible living off-campus. 

Transportation is also a 
major factor in this trend, she 
says, "With gas so expensive, 
the student is aware how much 
he can save by living on 
campus.” 

"Another factor,” Robinson 
added, “is the price of apart¬ 
ments.” The majority of stu¬ 
dents just can’t afford them. 

A survey of Tyler apart¬ 
ments shows rents range from 


$190-$250 a month with the 
average about $220. All these 
figures exclude electric bills. 
Most apartments also require 
a deposit averaging about 
$ 100 . 

In comparison, a college- 
owned dorm costs $150 down 
which applies to a total cost of 
$300 a semester. With apart¬ 
ments - averaging $220 a 
month, and a semester con¬ 
taining 4 months, the student 
living in an apartment would 
pay $580 more than a student 
living in a dorm. 

A common argument from 
students who prefer off- 
campus housing is they get 
more studying done in the 
quiet of an apartment than 
would be possible in a dorm. 

Robinson counters that the 
"library is open all day and if 
students would use their li- 
brary time wisely, then they 
could get their homework done 
and still have time for their 
dorm friends.” 


Cheerleaders need others 

to catch spirit sparks

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Constitutional amendments (Freshmen show concern 
reflect counties' changes about world - wide issues 


We complete our three-part 
series on proposed constitutional 
amendments, to be voted on Nov. 
4, with a look at propositions 
regarding • county road work, 
courts of civil appeals authority 
and marital property laws. 

Proposition No. 7: The con¬ 
stitutional amendment authoriz¬ 
ing counties with a population of 
5,000 or less to perform road 

i 

work. 

For: In many rural counties it is 
financially or geograpically in¬ 
feasible to hire a private con¬ 
tractor for road work; these 
counties should be permitted to 
do the work for a reasonable 
charge. Small counties, which 
must maintain expensive con¬ 
struction and maintenance equip¬ 
ment, could receive revenue from 
private road work and avoid tax 
increases. Counties would have 
the option and legal authority to 
perform such work but would not 
be forced to do so. 

Against: The state’s prohibi¬ 
tion of use of public funds for 
private purposes is a valuable 
protection against waste of such 
funds. Counties engaging in the 
private construction business 


would be an encroachment on 
private enterprise, particularly at 
a time when the construction 
industry is financially depressed 
in many areas. The population 
figure of 5,000 is inappropriate 
for a constitutional provision. 
Proposition No. 8: The constitu¬ 
tional amendment to change the 
name of the Courts of Civil 
Appeals and the names and 
qualifications of the justices of the 
Supreme Court, and to prescribe 
the jurisdiction and authority of 
the appellate courts. 

For: It is unrealistic to expect 
only one criminal appellate court 
to administer justice with speed 
and fairness. The heavy work load 
should be shared by the -14 
regional courts of appeals. Ap¬ 
pellate courts with jurisdiction in 
both civil and criminal matters 
may attract and develop better 
justices with experience in a 
variety of legal problems; 
changing the title of the present 
associate justices of the supreme 
court would also improve the 
state’s constitution. 

Against: An additional court 
which would create a double 
appeal would be more costly and

complex; a one-step appellate 
review for all criminal cases 
achieves justice with the least 
expense and delay. Adding 
criminal cases to the present civil 
case loads could create new 
case-load problems. A judge can¬ 
not develop great expertise in 
every kind of law, thus the system 
should allow judges to specialize 
in either criminal or civil law. 

Proposition No. 9: The con¬ 
stitutional amendment allowing 
spouses to agree that income or 
property arising from separate 
property is to be separate prop- 
erty. 

For: Marital property law 
should provide general rules for 
determining rights but allow 
freedom for persons to make . 
alternative property arrange¬ 
ments. Property benefits should 
be owned by the spouse who owns 
the property without which such 
benefits would not exist. The 
complexity of converting com¬ 
munity property to separate 
property would be reduced. 

Against: The community prop¬ 
erty system has served citizens 
well since the time of Spanish rule 
and continues to provide rights 
that promote the welfare of the 
majority of spouses. With few 
formalities as safeguards, the 
amendment would enable un¬ 
scrupulous spouses to obtain 
valuable property rights and 
make irrevocable decisions based 
on speculation of future needs 
and assets. It could create an 
entirely different marital property 
law in Texas, with considerable 
confusion for both married per¬ 
sons and administrators of the 

law.

Yearbook 

announces 

deadline 

Oct. 31 will be the last day to 
reserve a yearbook and be as¬ 
sured one, says sponsor Vicki 
Alfred. The staff must turn in the 
number of books sold by this time 
as well as any extras wanted. 
Only a limited number of extras 
will be ordered and those will be 
sold on a first-come first-serve 
basis, she says. 

The books cost $16 if ordered 
during the fall semester. They 
will be $18 when the books arrive. 

Yearbooks may be purchased in 
P204 before the Oct. 31 deadline. 
A receipt will be given to show 
proof of purchase. When year 
books arrive in April these re¬ 
ceipts must be shown to pick up 
the yearbook, Alfred says. 

It is very important that per¬ 
sons buy a yearbook now because 
a later purchase would not be 
assured.

A straw poll of 55 freshmen 
shows the most urgent needs 
of the United States are “a 
stronger military force” and 
“more unity within the coun¬ 
try.” 

The worst problems facing 
the United States are inflation 
and the energy crisis, they 
say. Draft registration is con¬ 
sidered necessary by 29 and 
opposed by 20. 

Freshmen surveyed reflect a 
strong feeling that the Iran 
crisis was unnecessary and 
now has been going on so long 
it has got out of hand. 

Physical therapy major Kim 
Anderson says, “I think the 
situation has been going on too 
long and so far into depth, 
there will never be a peaceful 
resolution.” 

Pre-law major Patricia 
Cicero says, “Because the 
United States is so concerned 
with human rights, they have 
let a simple takeover become a 
300-plus-day crisis. By trying 
to spare Iranians, they have 
hurt our people.” 

Criminal justice major Dar- 
ring Martin sums up the 
over-all feeling, “The Iran 
crisis is something that should 
have never taken place.” 

Students suggested varied 
opinions on the release date 


for the hostages from two 
months to the year 2000. 

P.E. major Laura Smith 
says, “When everybody gets 
tired of the situation and a war 
breaks out,” they will be 
freed. 

Law major Brenda Hill says, 
“When the presidential elec¬ 
tions are over.” Mendi Hop- 
son says when Reagafn is 
elected president, they will be 
released. 

Thirty of the 55 freshmen 
are registered to vote in the 
coming national election. 

Fifteen say they will vote for 
Carter, 12 for Reagan, two for 
Anderson and eight are un¬ 
decided. Thirty predict Carter 
will win and 17 think it will be 
Reagan. 

Most express the feeling 
that presidential elections are 
necessary but that’s all. 

The majority of freshmen 
say they are in college to get a 
better education. Computer 
science major Sheila Bizzel 
wants to get a better education 
to deal with the stiff com¬ 
petition in her field. 

Thirty-nine of the freshmen 
surveyed think their plans for 
the future are progressing on 
schedule, but 10 say they are 
moving too slowly.

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Sore throat, fever 
hint kissing disease 


After seven weeks into the 
semester and the first few major 
tests behind them, some students 
find themselves feeling “run 
down and tired.” Some believe 
they may have mononucleosis, 
the kissing disease. 

The symptoms of mononucle¬ 
osis or “mono” are fever, sore 
throat, fatigue and swollen throat 
glands. Some students who have 
these symptoms and fear they 
have the dreaded “mono” do not, 
says Student Health Director 
Vivian Young. “Mono can only be 
diagnosed by a blood test in 
which an abnormal increase in 

mononuclear leucocytes is 
fou.nd,” comments Young. 

The cause of mono, also known 
as glandular fever, is unknown 
but it can be transmitted in many 
ways. Eating or drinking after a 
person having mono can spread 
it. Direct contacts are causes for 
transmission of the disease. 
Kissing provides such contact, 
which is how it got its popular 
name. Drinking from dirty dishes, 

use of someone else’s cosmetics

and being on the receiving end of 
an infected person’s cough or 
sneeze are other direct causes, 
Young says. 


An infected person may be over 
the disease in as short as two 

N * i 

weeks, but the heterophille anti¬ 
bodies may remain in the victim’s 
blood for as long as six months.

Alfred Mitchell got things roll¬ 
ing for the Apaches with 7:41 left 
in the opening quarter as he 
broke loose for a 16-yard touch¬ 
down run. Jackson’s kick was true 
to give Tyler a 7-0 lead. 

Wharton never got out of the 
starting blocks. Pioneer quarter¬ 
back Allen Rice got in his weekly 
legwork as he was chased all 
night by Ronnie Hickman, Terrell 
Mikeska and the rest of the Tyler 
defense.
